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US shoots down Syria 
*no fly zone* idea

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
White House on Fnday all but 
ruled out the no lion ofmounl- 
ing a no-fly zone in Syria, 
hilling it as difficult, danger¬ 
ous and costly, and unsuitable 
to halting close quarters 
ground battles. 

A day after US offiicials 
pledged to stiffen militaiy 
help to Synan rebels, likely 
moving towards sending some 
form of mins for tlie first lime, 
they made it clear that swift 
US mission creep m the coun¬ 
try is not on the cards. 

Deputy national security 
advisor Ben Rliodes said 
mounting a no-fly zone in 
Synaposes significant logisti¬ 
cal and strategic challenges 
that are more acute than those 
faced by NATO and Arab 
League allies in Libya in 
2D11 

"It's dramatically more dif- 
hcult and dangerous and 
costly in Syria, for availety of 
reasons," ^odes said. 

"One IS thatm Libya, you 
already had a situation where 
the opposition controlled huge 
portions of the countiy and 
you could essentially protect 
those poitions of the countiy 
firom tlie atr. 


"You do not have tlie same 
types of air defense system 
that exist whthin Syria So in 
that regal'd, it's more difficult." 

Rliodes also argued that in 
many cases, rebels and forces 
fighting with Bashar al- 
Assad's Synan regime were 
"fighting in some instances 
block by block in cities" in a 
way that made targeting par¬ 
ticular forces difficult 

"I dunk people need to un¬ 
derstand that the no-fly zone is 
not some type of silver bullet 
that IE gomg to stop a very in¬ 
tense and, in some respect, 
sectanan conflict," Rhodes 
said, sti'essing though that 
Waslimgton was not ruling out 
options, some strategic ap¬ 
proaches would not work. 

"We don't at this point be¬ 
lieve that the US has a na¬ 
tional interest in pursuing a 
very intense, open-ended mil¬ 
itary engagement through a 
no-fly zone in S 5 ^ia at tins 
juncture.' 

Domestic opponents of the 
\¥hite House have demanded 
that Obama set up a no-fly 
zone in Syna to protect 
refugees and rebels from air 
stikes.

The project was initiated 
by Aruba's Minister of 
Tounsm, Transport and 
Labor, Otmar Dduber, whose 
ministry administrates the 
Santa P^osa Center. It is felt 
that those who labored 
through tlie years to provide 
firesh fish to the island popu¬ 
lation and support tlieir fami¬ 
lies through tins 
time-honored profession, par¬ 
ticularly those who died 
while at sea in the past 50 
years, deserved this tnbute. 
Their efforts maintained a 
b eloved pait of Aruba's tradi¬ 
tional culture. 

Graphic Artist Fernando 
Venneer has also been 
awarded the project of creat¬ 
ing a 'coffee table" book of 
the history of tlie fishemian, 
garnered firom photos and 
documents collected by the 
center over the past year. 
Castro Perez explained they 
have collected about 30 his¬ 


tones of local fisherman, but 
urged any other families with 
photos 0 Host loved ones who 
made their living and lost 
their lives at sea, come for¬ 
ward to have tiieir histones 
recounted. Materials and in¬ 
fo mi at on can be brought to 
tlie Hadicuran Center offices 


located on the second level 
□f their building between 
MooMba Beach Bar and the 
Mamotl Surf Club. 

Tlie names of the lost 
fisherman will be listed on 
tlie monument, which will 
stand on the spit of land di¬ 
rectly across from what was 
tlie Governor^s Residence in 
Dranjestad. 

It was also amiounced tliat 
to prevent furtlier tragedies, 
island fisherman registered 
with Hadicuran Center will 
all be awarded safety kits 
compliments of the govern¬ 
ment.

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Malaysia Airlines says UK 
asked carrier not to fly 
Snowden to Britain 


KUALA LUMPUR (AFP) - 
The Bnlish govenmient asked 
Malaysia’s national airline not 
to allow former spy Edward 
Snowden to board flights to the 
United Kingdom, the carrier 
said Friday after lie leaked de¬ 
tails of Washington's secret 
surveillance programmes. 

Tlie directive came follow¬ 
ing reports that die UK had is¬ 
sued an alert to airlines around 


the world urging them not to 
allow the former CIA em¬ 
ployee to board flights to 
Britain. 

The British government 
told earners to deny Snowden 
passage on UK-bound flights 
because "tlie individual is 
highly likely to be refused 
entry to the UK“, the Associ¬ 
ated Press said. 


US sets bar higher for North 
Korea talks 


WASHINGTON, June H, 
2013 (AFP) - The United 
Stales on Friday demanded 
that North Korea take concrete 
steps to ease concerns, saying 
that the communist slate's re¬ 
cent actions had set the bar 
higher for a resumption o f dia¬ 
logue 

North Korea engaged m 
some of its most fieiy rhetoric 
in years after conducting its 
tim'd nuclear test m February, 
hut tensions have since eased 
with attempts - ultimately un¬ 
successful -- to restait talks 
with South Korea. 

Glyn Davies, the US point- 
man on North Korea policy, 
said the Umled States was ex¬ 
asperated with Pyongyang 
after it snubbed attempts by 
President Barack Obama’s ad- 
immsSration to reach out in 
2009 and again m 2012. 

"Tlie United States will not 
accept North Korea as a nu¬ 
clear-armed state. We will not 
reward the DPRK for the ab¬ 
sence of bad behavior," Davies 
said, usmgthe Noi'tli's official 
name of the Democratic Peo¬ 
ple's R.epublic of Korea 

"Nor will we tolerate Nortli 
Korea provoking its neighbors. 
These positions will not 
change," he said m Washing¬ 
ton at the Woodrow Wilson In¬ 
ternational Center for 
Scholai's, a flunk tank 

Dawes repeated US caUs on 
North Korea to take steps to 
end its nuclear weapons pro¬ 


gram m line with previous 
agreements -- and said that this 
year's crisis increased Wash¬ 
ington's hesitancy to engage 
agam. 

"WeVe long made clear that 
we ai'e open to improved rela¬ 
tions with tlie DPRK if it is 
willing to take concrete actions 
to live up to its international 
obligations and commitments - 
- though given flie events of 
this past year, tlie bar for a re¬ 
sumption of meaningful en¬ 
gagement IS now certainly 
higher" 

"Ultimately we wdl judge 
the DPRKnolby its words, but 
hy its actions -- the concrete 
actions It takes to address the 
core concerns of the interna¬ 
tional community," he sead. 

Satellite images analyzed 
hy two private institutes have 
found that Norfli Korea is 
puslung ahead with work on its 
nucleai' program and could 
soon restait a reactor to pro¬ 
duce plutonium. 

Advocacy groups have long 
accused flie Umted States and 
Its allies of putting its focus 
solely on North Korea's nu- 
cleai' weapons and ignoring a 
totalitarian system often con¬ 
sidered the world's most dra¬ 
conian. 

"US-DPPtK relations can¬ 
not fundamentally improve 
without sustained improve¬ 
ment m inter-Korean relations 
and human rights," Davies 
said.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Sarin, a deadly neiire gas 
winch tlie United States now 
says the Synsn regime has 
used against rebel forces, was 
developed by Nazi scientists in 
1?33 

Originally conceived as a 
pesticide, sarin was used by 
Iraqi dictator Saddam Hus- 
sem's regun e to gas tliousands 
of Kurds in the nortliem town 
QfHalabjam 193S. 

A cult also used the odorless, 
pai'alyzing agent m two attacks 
in Japan in die 199Qs. 

Wlute House officials said 
Thursday that US intelligence 
agencies, working with Euro¬ 
pean allies, concluded that Syr¬ 
ian President Basliar al-Ass ad's 
regime had employed the gas 
in its fight with reb els 

France and Bntain have al¬ 
ready said lab tests of samples 
fi'om Syna showed the regime 
had resorted to chemical 
weapons. 

Inlialed or absorbed throngh 
the skui, die gas kiUs by crip¬ 
pling die respiratory center of 
the central nervous system and 
paralyzes the muscles around 
the lungs. 

The combination residts in 
death by suffocation, and satin 
can also be used to contami¬ 
nate food or water supplies, ac¬ 
cording to the US Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion (CDC), which, notes that 
and dotes exist. 

"Saiin IS Jd times more 


deadly than cyanide gas. Just a 
pmprick-sized droplet will kill 
a human," according to the 
World Health Organisation. 

Exposure symptoms melude 
nausea and violent headaches, 
blurred vision, drooling, mus- 
■de convulsions, respiratoiy ar¬ 
rest and loss of consciousness, 
the CDC says. 

Nerve agents are generally 
quick-acting and require only 
simple chemical teclmiques 
and inexpensive, readily avail¬ 
able ingredients to manufac¬ 
ture. 

Inhalation of a high dose — 
say 20D milligrams of saim — 
may cause deatii "widnn a cou¬ 
ple of minutes," witii no time 
even for symptoms to develop, 
according to the Organization 
for die ProliibitiDn of Chemical 
Weapons. 

Exposure through the skin 
takes longer to kill and the first 
symptoms may not occur for 
half an hour, followed by a 
quick progression. 

Even when it does not kill, 
sann's effects can cause perma¬ 
nent hami - damaging a vic¬ 
tim's lungs, eyes and central 
neiTTOus system. 

Heavier tiiaii air, the gas can 
linger in an area for up to six 
hours, depending on weather 
condihons.o, lading seven 
Tlie Syiian regime is believed 
to control hundreds of tomies 
ofvaiious chemical agents, ac¬ 
cording to Leonard Spector of 
the Monterey Institute of Inter¬ 
national Studies.

GENEVA {AFP^ - The 
global death toil from the 
SARS^ike virus MERS 
has risen to 33, after two 
new fatahties in Saudi 
Arabia, the World Health 
Organization (WHO) said 
on Friday. 

Spokeswoman Fadela 
Chaib said the Saudi 
health ministry had In¬ 
formed the UN agency of 
three new laboratory-con¬ 
firmed cases, one of them 
fatal, and the death of a 
patient already diagnosed 
with the disease. 

Until last month, the dis¬ 
ease was known simply 
as novel coronavirus, be¬ 
fore being renamed Mid¬ 
dle East Respiratory 
Syndrome Coronavirus, 
or MERS-CoV, as cases 
initiated in that region. 

There have now been 44 
confirmed cases in Saudi 
Arabia, 28 of them fatal, 
according to WHO fig¬ 
ures. 

WHO logs cases by 
country of infection, 
rather than of death, and 
Its Saudi toll includes one 
individual who died in 
Britain. 

Like SARS, MERS ap¬ 
pears to cause a lung in¬ 
fection, with patients 
suffering from a tempera¬ 
ture, cough and breathing 
trouble. But it differs in 
that it also causes rapid 
kidney failure. 

Health officials have ex¬ 
pressed concern about 
the high proportion of 
deaths relative to cases, 
warning that NERS could 
spark a new global crisis 
if it mutates into a form 
that spreads more easily.

Are you up on your Internet scams? 


-- Tlie newest bEurrage m our 
SPAM box has been e-mails 
informing us that there is re- 
nmneration awaiting us for 
having been scammed on tlie 
net previously. It brings to 
mind the old adage "Fool me 
once, sliame on you, fool me 
twice, shame on me " The ar¬ 
rogant optimism of Internet 
scammers m believing tliey 
could actually take advantage 
of someone already victim¬ 
ized, IS disheaitening In this 
information age, are suppos¬ 
edly savvy Internet users still 
til at stupid, or do they tluiik 
tliat in some remote island of 
Aruba, they have easy uni¬ 
formed victims of the latest 
CO mmum c ati o n t eclmolo gy ? 

As a veteran web surfer (one 
of the first 50 to sign up with 
SETAR.NET way back in 
IS^C), I have fortunately not 
fallen victim to any scams 
One would tlunk by tins p oint, 
most web users would be 
pretty smart about obvious 
swindles, but it appears plenty 
are snagged each year. 

We are not tolking about 
malicious ludden code here, 
but classic scams tliat have 
been around for more than a 
century, just evolved to take 
advantage of the Internet and 
reach out to individuals m dis¬ 
tant lands 

A classic that was makiiig 
the rounds by fax prior to 
Aruba's Internet service was 
tlie "Nigerian Oil Scam,“ as it 
IS commonly refeired to. For 
some reason, this countiy 
seemed to be a viper's nest of 
hucksters taking advantage of 
modem teclmology. There aie 
many vail ati on s on tins tj^e of 
scam, mduding advance fee 
fraud, Nigenan Letter, Fife's 
Fraud, Spanish, black money 
sc am Hie numb er" 419" re fers 
to the article of the Nigenan 



Criminal Code dealing with 
fraud. Otlier nations known to 
have a high incidence of ad¬ 
vance fee fraud include Cote 
d‘IvDire, Benm Togo, South 
Africa, Prussia, ludia, Pak¬ 
istan, tlie Netherlands, and 
Spain. 

Upon receiving tins offer, 
and reading it closely tlie ob¬ 
vious scam elements of con¬ 
vincing the victim to 
paiticipate m what is deaiiy 
an illegal, certainly unellncd 
enterprise, with tliepronnse of 
big returns, should send alami 
bells linging. ’‘^^en it comes 
to scams, "you can't cheat an 
honest man,'* is the sentiment 
diat allows giiflers to ply tlieir 
frade, greed gets die better of 
most of us. If you are being 
promised money for notliing, 
you know it is a scam. Yet, 
hundreds of iliousands have 
fallen for it. 

Tins IS only one of many, 
but the latest virus to infect a 
number of friends' e-mails has 
recently passed through our 
inbox, wislnng to shai'e pix 
with the recipient. In this day 
of sharing everything online 
from hmshing your teeth to 
wiiat you ate for luncli, putting 
up photos is common place. 
Hiere ai'e many malicious 
codes that provide a link to 


share photos, then read an e- 
mad contact list to send on tire 
same vims to eveiyone on the 
list. Hiat IS partly why it is 
called a VIRUS. When an e- 
mail pops up in Spamsh from 
a friend who knows you don't 
Speak Spamsh, or do, but use it 
rarely, it is reasonable to be 
higlily suspicious of that Imk. 
Likewise for such friendly 
sharing from a sometime busi¬ 
ness associate Why on earth 
would they be shaiing pictures 
or humorous links with you? 
Always ask yourself tiiese 
questions before blithely diek¬ 
ing on tliat link, and perhaps 
check with them first if tliey 
sent it. Don't do this by e-mail- 
ing them hack, as it is entirely 
possible their account has been 
bij acked and is not luider tlieir 
control. 

Tbis was proven by one of 
those pleas from a friend who 
found themselves stuck in 
Spam with tlieir wallet and all 
cash and credit cards stolen, or 
so it claimed. Please could we 
s end $ 1515 0 AS APT A sep ar ate 
reply e-mail to inform them 
they had malicious code in tlie 
account was answered witli a 
missive daiming "No, it is 
true., please send money!" in¬ 
dicating tlie account was en- 
tirely under the control of 


another party Hie victim of 
tins vims received several 
phone calls asking her what 
she was doing in Spain, and 
did she get home ok? 

It IS a pity tliat tins wonder- 
fid Age of Communication has 
to be muied hy a cinninal ele¬ 
ment, but miscreants have al¬ 
ways b een with us, an d always 
will, looking to make an easy 
buck Several websites are 
dedicated to infonmng on 
these latest scams, one of the 
best and most enteitaimng 
http://wwwsnopes.com/ Hot 
only do tliey deal with scams, 
but the countless Internet 
hoaxes that make their way 
around the net, paiticulaiiy on 
Facebook and other social 
media, which ai'e the umiiten- 
tional gossip and false infor¬ 
mation mongers of the web. 

It IS remai’kahle vn.th what 
speed false information can be 
planted and spread on such 
sites Diatribes credited to BiU 
Cosby Morgan Freeman, Pi'es- 
ident Bai'ak Obama and otlier 
fauiDus personahlies^ are given 
gravitas because of their 
celebrity and intellect, but tliat 
don't make 'em so. In fact, in 
the case of the "I'm Tired" 
Cosby Rant, tlie comedian was 
most emphatic in stating it was 
totally opposed to his stance 


Dll every issue For some, it 
just sounded like sometlung he 
would say 

^^/hy do people do thisT At¬ 
tention, narcissism, tlieir “15 
minutes of fame," who 
knowsT Tlie mampulation of 
fomms by ingemous and ma¬ 
licious people posting to cre¬ 
ate irritation and antagonism is 
well known as "ti'olling.' The 
lengths to winch tins goes is at 
times remai'kable, including 
sDiiietlimg I was able to per¬ 
sonally witness, tlie same per¬ 
son posting as two different 
people, (likely fi'omtwo com¬ 
puters next to each other, to 
mask the same ISP, or two 
fiiends domg it) who had an 
exfremely nasty ai'gument 
with each other on the forum. 
Hms creates a general tone for 
the discussion, and other

All of these tilings are what 
Internet users must contend 
with in nomial use; we are not 
even discussing predators in 
chat rooms victimizing the 
young, innocent and gullible. 
Again, the Internet is tlie most 
amazing tool for sharing infor¬ 
mation and communicating, 
but be wary Don.1 open links 
that seem out of context to 
your life or business, don't 
even open e-mails that have 
links in the suhj ect matter Re¬ 
search what IS cuiTenUy circu¬ 
lating and most of all, always 
be skeptical.

in May after two consecutive 
niontliE of declines, dnveti by 
using gasoline and food costs, 
government data released Fn- 
day showed. 

Tlie Labor Department's 
producer pnce index rose 0.5 
percent in May. Producer 
prices, a gauge of wholesale 
inflatiDn, had fallen 0.7 per¬ 
cent in April and O.d percent in 
March. 

Core PPI, excluding food 
and energy prices, mo ved up a 
tame 0.1 percent m the seventh 
inontlily gain in a row. 

Analysts had expected a 0.1 
percent rise in both PPI and 
core PPI. 

Tlie department said that fin¬ 
ished energy goods prices ac¬ 
counted for more than dO 
percent of the overall index's 
rise, leaping 1.3 percent with 
gasoline prices contributing 
neaiiy half of the increase. 

Food prices rose a more

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
IMF cut Its US growtli forecast 
for 2014 to 2.7 percent on Fri¬ 
day, saying the economy is 
bang held back by “exces¬ 
sively rapid and ill-designed“ 
government spending cuts.

Pope tells Welby to stand 
firm on traditional family 
values 


VATICAN CITY (AFP) - 
Pope Francis received the 
head of the Anglican Church, 
Justin Welby, for the first time 
on Fnday, praising him for his 
stance against gay marriage 
and caUing for united action to 
defend die poor. 

Francisurged Welby to con¬ 
tinue prodaiining “the sacred¬ 
ness of humaii life or the 
importance of the inshtution of 
the family built on maiTiage, a 
value that you yourself have 
had occasion to recall re¬ 
cently." 

Former oil executive Welby, 
who was enthroned as Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbuiy in March 
just weeks after Francis was 
elected pope, earlier tliismontli 
tore into the Bntish govern¬ 
ment's gay marriage hdl. 

He said he “felt at home" at 
the Vatican, and hoped that 
"the closeness of tlie two inau¬ 
gurations may serve the recon¬ 
ciliation of the world and the 
Church" -- an apparent refer¬ 
ence to tlie leaders' cominon 
desire to tackle seculaiisni by 
going out into the sti'eets and 
meeting tlie people. 

Both Welby and Francis 
spoke of the importance of 
reaching out to the world's dis¬ 
advantaged 

Hie Ai'gentuie pope called 
on Welby to help ^ve "a voice 
to the cry of the poor, so that 


tliey are not abandoned to the 
1 aws 0 f an ec onomy that se ems 
at limes to treat people as mere 
consumers." 

Francis has refused to move 
into the papal palace, prefer- 
nng to reside in a modest Vati¬ 
can hotel, and has made a 
campaign against tlie cultui'e of 
money one of die keystones of 
Ins papacy. 

Welby IS known for taking 
the bus and has reportedly 
turned up to internews witli 
tlie Bntish media in clothes 
fi'om chanty shop Dxfam and 
shoes with holes in tliem. 

The 57-year-old Anglican 
leader said “we must love above 
ail those tossed aside, even 
whole nations, by the present 
ijisis around the world. If we 
are not the advocates in the 
name of Clinst, vdio will be?^' 

Hie Anglican Communion 
spill fi'om Catholicism in the 
16tli century, when Pope 
Clement VII refused to grant 
Kuig Henry VIII a divorce, but 
efforts have been made to rec¬ 
oncile the two churches. 

Ill 2QD9, tensions between 
the two Churches re-emerged 
when tlie Catholic Chui'ch un¬ 
veiled a new juridical frame¬ 
work that made it easier for 
Anglicans unhappy witli the 
Cliui'ch of England's ordmation 
of female and homosexual 
clergy to j oiii Catliolic ranks.

Assange walked mto the em¬ 
bassy on June 19 last year and 
asked for asylum from Ecuador 
in a bid to avoid ezti'adition 
from Britain to Sweden for 
questioning over alleged sex 
■enmes. 

He said he fears that if sent to 
Sweden, he may be transferi'ed 
to die United States and prose¬ 
cuted for the release by Wik- 
iLeal« of thousands of 
classified documents.

NEW YORK (AFP) - A US 
film production fimi has 
lodged a lawsuit Edrgumg that 
tire most popular song in the 
English language, “Happy 
Birthda.y to You," should be 
public propeity and not subject 
to copyright. 

Good Morning to You Pro¬ 
ductions (GMTY), winch is 
making a documentary on the 
tune, said it was forced to pay 
Wainer/Chappell $1,500 tc use 
the song in order to avoid 
beang fined i 150,000 forunau- 
tlionzeduse. 

It has filed suit in a federal 
court in New York demanding 
tliat the government declai'e in¬ 
valid the copyright over the 
song. 

Hie the 3d-pagelawsml also 
demands the return of "mil¬ 
lions of dollats of unlaw'ful li¬ 
censing fees collected by 
defendant Wanier/Chappell 
pursuant to its wrongful asser¬ 
tion of copyiight Dwnerslnp of 
tlie song." 

"Defendant Wamer/Chap- 
pell has collected and contin- 


lion per year in licensing fees 
for Happy Birthday to Yqu,“ it 
added. 

A spokesman for 
Warner/Chappell declined to 
comment. 

According to GMTY tlie 
tune comes from a song called 
"Good Morning to All," wliich 
was composed in 1393 by sis¬ 
ters Mildred and Patty Hill, 
who sold tlie rights to Cla34:Gn 
F, Summy. 

The song in its present form 
was released, m 1924 by 
Ptobert Colemaix setting off a 
senes of legal disputes. 

"In'efutable documenlaiy ev¬ 
idence, some dating back to 
1393, sh D ws th at the copyn ght 


to 'Happy Birthday to You,' if 
there ever was a valid copy¬ 
right to any part of the song, 
expired no later than 1921," 
tlie lawsuit says. 

“If defendant Wamer/Chap- 
peil owns any nghts to Happy 
Birthday to You, those ri^ts 
are limited to the extremely 
narrow nght to reproduce and 
distribute a specific piano 
an'angemeut for the song pub- 
hslied in 1 935," 

Mark Rifldn, one of the 
lawyers representing GMTY 
told AFP Warner/Chappell has 
30 days fi'om when it receives 
the complaint to respond, with 
tlie option of asking a judge to
